LONDON (UPI) — Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger flew 
to Zurich today for a luncheon 
talk about oil and money with 
the shah of Iran. 
Kissinger started his last full 
day in Europe at breakfast with 
the new leader of the British 
Conservative party, Margaret 
Thatcher. 
Then he flew to Switzerland 
to meet the shah at a hotel 
near the Iranian ru ler’s ski 
vacation chateau at St. Moritz. 
He was scheduled to cap the 
day with a dinner meeting in 
Paris with the French foreign 
minister. 
Before Kissinger left, he and 
British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
James Callaghan praised one 
another’s efforts toward peace 
in the Middle East and detente 
with the Soviet Union. 
Kissinger said the Callagh­

British Prim e Minister Harold 
Wilson last week was

tremely successful in reducing 
tension.

It’s been a long time since equipment like this has 
been in general use on farms in this area — and this is 
what makes these oldtimers interesting. Located at the 
residence of R. L. Coon just west of Rushville on highway 
52, these Advance Rumely Oil Pulls were once used for 
farm chores, and especially for feed grinding and 
threshing. M anufactured by the Advance Rumely people 
at Laporte, the larger of the two tractors is a 60-30 (60 


brake and 30 drawbar horsepower) and the sm aller one is 
a 25-15.

In an effort to stem the rising 
tide of burglaries, robberies, 
truck hi-jncking, and other 
related offenses, the Indiana 
State Police are asking for the 
help of the public in an all out 
campaign to identify fencing 
operations within the state. 
The fence is the middle man of 
criminal activity, probably the 
most condoned and yet the most 
vicious. The thief is at a loss 
without the fence, who not only 
takes incriminatiog evidence off 
his hands, but even places or­ 
ders for wanted items. 
The basic assumption made 
by the fence is that the public is 
just as eager to reap the benefits 
of criminal activity as he is 
stated superintendent Robert L. 
Debard. This is ironic thinking 
because the public is always the 
loser. 
Superintendent Debard went 
on to say that if the public were 
aware of the viciousness of 
type or criminal that it could be 
a tremendous help in locating 
and apprehending him. 
The 
intensified investigation 
is 
based on the assumption that a 
large number of fences are 
operating in this state due to the 
tremendous increase in crime. 
The state police encourage 
citizens to call the State Police 
Post in their area or the Crime 
I n f o r m a t i o n 
C e n t e r 
Indianapolis 633-5851 with any 
information that might lead to 
the identification of a fencing 
operation. An identified caller is 
more helpful, but the State 
Police will respect anyones wish 
to remain anonymous. 
The fence can offer high 
premium consumer items to 


dishonest businessmen who will 
get the stolen merchandise at 
prices w hich don’t reflect 
w arehouse or transportation 
costs. 
The 
legitim ate 
businessm an 
then 
loses 
customers, is forced to hike the 
cost of his own goods, and the 
consumer loses, too. 
It is a fact that times of severe 
economic stress lead otherwise 
law abiding people to criminal 
activity. The convenience of the 
fencing operation to the thief is 
an encouragement to the man or 
woman to whom this presents a 
tem ptation, stated Superin­ 
tendent Debard. We could say 
that the fences attitude toward 
the tragic consequences that go 
along with criminal activity is 
the vicious of all his traits. He 
comfortably turns his back on 
the risk to victims, law en­ 
forcem ent officers, innocent 
bystanders and even the thief. 
A few things the public might 
look for or report are, anyone 
who re g u la rly offers m er­ 
chandise on a person-to-person 
basis for very low prices, a 
business which looks legitimate 
but has sales of such frequency 
or appeal that they are open to 
suspicion, any auction of goods 
norm ally sold in the open 
market that are in new or next 
to new condition. An alert public 
can probably buttonhole other 
characteristics of the fencing 
operation, 
said the superin 
tendent. 
We feel 
th at with some 
knowledge of the viciousness of 
this type of criminal and some 
simple guidelines as to what to 
look for, the public will respond, 
he concluded

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Debate Continues OnWorld 
Food Problem, U.S. Role

recession and unemployment, 
the debate continues: Can and 
should the United States help 
feed the world? 
The answer depends on whom 
you talk to. 
“The food situation on this 
planet has never been more 
precarious,” the Rev. Theodore 
Hesburgh, president of Notre 
Dam e, said recently. 
“We in the developed world 
are consum ing alm ost a ton of 
iood grains annually per person 
wbtte^he poorest barely subsist 
on 400 pounds a year. Some will 
say there is nor enough money 
to help, but this rings false in a 
world that spends more than 
200 billion for arm am ents each 
year.” 


He chided the United States 
for its nationalistic self-interest. 
But others, such as George 
Reinhart, sociology professor at 
University 
of 
Alabama-Bir- 
mingham, are not so sure. 
“I 
vacillate 
in 
my 
own 
opinion on whether we should 
help solve 
the 
world’s 
food 
problem and so do many of my 
colleagues,” he said. 
“If the United States could 
sell all the food it could grow 
on the land not in use now, it 
might be worthwhile. But the 
hungry countries don’t 
have 
enough money to buy the food 
much less to buy the other 
m aterials needed to help them 
m ake their own land usable. 
That m eans it would com e out 
of taxes —ours,” Reinhart said.

question if it is better in the 
long run to raise the levels of 
other countries as high or at 
least close to our own and risk 
accelerating the crunches — 
energy shortages, food short­ 
ages and the like —so they will 
hit a cataclysm ic end earlier.”

The joint leadership of the United States Senate has 
announced its vacation schedule for 1975. The 93rd 
Congress had not even adjourned when the leadership of 
the 94th met to determine which day — or weeks — the 
pencil boxes would be closed. 


In addition to the salaries and allowances given to 
each senator, it is nice of them to give themselves — no, 
the President didn’t give them the time off, they gave it to 
themselves — 96 days of vacation in 1975. 


Ninety-six from 351 (Congress did not convene until 
January 14) leave 255 days in which to labor. However, 
there are about 52 Sundays and around the same number- 
of Saturdays remaining in the year. So let us remove, oh, 
say 104 Saturdays and Sundays. Now we are down to 151 
working days. That in round numbers is a shade over five 
months. Sure didn’t take long to kill seven months, did it? 
But — what is missing? 


What is missing? We have not seen a Senate work 
schedule. We would like to know what the tax reform 
schedule is? the inflation legislation schedule? the energy 
crisis schedule? OSHA legislation schedule? oil imports 
legislation schedule? conservation legislation schedule? 


Presently there is no substantive indication that the 
IOO m em bers of the U.S. Senate are going to be doing 
much else than getting ready to go on, or coming back 
from, a vacation. 


Whereas many of you (businessmen) don’t plan a 
vacation unless business conditions warrant it, it appears 
that the Senate operates in the reverse. We do hope they 
will hang around to take up some of the m atters con­ 
fronting us: Small business tax reform, unemployment, 
recession, inflation, high prices scarcities, paperwork 
burdens, over-regulation by government, and a few of the 
other trivia which will rear their heads to spoil an 
otherwise wonderful % days of 1975 vacation.

Prefiled bills are 
assigned, and committees are 
hard at work when the gavel 
falls to start the session. This 
year, committees were still in 
the process of organizing after 
the first week. 
Many House bills have been 
reported 
out of Committee, 
awaiting floor action on second 
reading. Even more bills have 
cleared second reading, and are 
ready for floor debate and vote. 
Most are locked up in the safe of 
the Speaker, who has a virtual 
“iron hand” in what bills are 
reported on to the floor for 
debAe. Unimportant measures 
have cleared, with 
m ajor 
decisions stalled. 
Meanwhile, the Senate is not 
in much better shape. Two 
hours were spent on what should 


have been a simple bill, in­ 
troduced at the request of third 
grade students in Plymouth’s 
Jefferson Elementary School. 
For two years, the children have 
been engaged in p ractical 
governm ent 
learning, 
a t­ 
tempting to name a state insect. 
Other states have set the 
example, and the bill deserved a 
hearing. Departing from the 
spirit which led to the bill’s 
introduction, the Senate “talked 
it to death.” 
It was amended to include the 
fox squirrel as the State animal 
and the earthworm as the state 
worm. As one Senator observed 
to me: “I am all for periods of 
levity. In the past, it has been 
used to relieve tensions and 
break deadlocks. However, we 
are having the levity without 
facing 
the 
important 
issues 
facing the citizens of the state. 
.without building up the tensions 
or arriving at the deadlocks. It 
cost a lot of money to have us 
here, 
and 
to date we 
are 
avoiding 
and delaying the 
issues.” 
Members are in agreement, 
all m ajor decisions will come at 
the end of the session, not 
unusual. Most will arrive out of 
conference committee reports 
jammed into closing hours in 
April. All agree it makes for 
hasty writing of major laws 
under pressure, with legislators 
voting “Blindly.” Unintended 
errors can creep into such laws, 
with unforeseen consequences. 
Meanwhile, Republicans and 
Democrats alike, continue to 
“Play politics,” ma king the

for every possible 
headline. Who receives credit or 
blame from voters is more 
important than what passes.,, 
and neither party is getting the 
message across to impatient 
voters.

Governor Otis R. Bowen 


■ One of the priorities for this ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly is the 
determined action — at least in 
general terms — of what part the 
state will play in transportation. 
It’s a decision that can ’t be de­ 
layed. 
The primary thrust of state trans­ 
portation endeavors has been the 
construction and maintenance of 
highways. That will continue to be 
an important governmental func­ 
tion, especially the maintenance of 
our highway network. 
But problems associated with 


urban transportation, barely-sur­ 
viving public transit corporations, 
ailing railroads, energy shortages, 
capital development problems, re­ 
cent federal legislation and a host 
of other considerations provide 
compelling testimony to the need 
for a cohesive state transportation 
policy. 
Som e people have suggested 


that we should create a state de­ 
partment of transportation and let 
its p e o p le w o rry a b o u t the 
problems. I think that's premature. 
There are some rather fundamental 
policy considerations involved and 
we should think out what we want 
to do before we create an appara­ 
tus to do it. 
In the past, there wasn't wide­ 
spread sentiment in the General 
Assembly to broaden the state's 


role in tran sp o rtatio n beyond 
highways and river ports. 
That attitude should be reas­ 
sessed in light of the problems we 
face. In my opinion, we have no 
choice but to broaden the state’s 
in vo lvem en t in tran sp o rtatio n 
issues. 
lf we achieve agreement on that 


basic point, certain others need ex­ 
amining. 
— What are logical and proper 


sources of money for transpor­ 
tation improvements and opera­ 
tions? 
— What are the roles of local 


government, regional agencies and 
state government in the money- 
raising, money-spending, planning 
and operations of our transpor­ 
tation system? 
— What limits should be placed 


upon governmental involvement in 
transportation improvements and 
operations? 
O n ce we get a feel for the 


answers to these questions, we can 
rather easily determine the type of 
management structure needed to 
implement the policy. 
W e face some early decision­ 
making deadlines in dealing with 
urban mass transit and railroad 
problems. That is why we must 
answer these fundamental policy 
q u estions within the next few 
weeks.

It won’t be long before spring 
weather brings Hoosier fisher­ 
men out to do battle with the 
finny tribe, and many of these 
anglers will be looking for new 
reels before they begin their 
seasonal rituals. 
But what kind of reel should 
the uninitiated purchase? 
There are three general types 
of fishing reels to choose from 
on today’s market shelf—the 
bait casting reel, the closed 
face spin casting reel and the 
open face spinning reel. The 
type you choose depends on 
what kind of fishing you do and 
which reel best “ fits ” your 
angling proficiency. 


There has been a big sales 
boom in recent years of the 
free spool bait casting reel with 
the advent of the tournament 
bass angler. This reel permits 
excellent lure control on the 
cast 
in 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
experienced fisherman, and it 
has enough power to haul even 
the largest 
largemouth 
bass 
from his brushy den. 


Such reels offer smooth and 
malfunction free operation, but 
there are some drawbacks. 


Proper use of the bait casting 
reels requires continued prac­ 
tice to avoid backlashing or 
“ professional overruns” in bass 
fishing parlance. Throwing ex­ 
tremely light lures is a near 


impossibility, 
but 
the 
reel 
handles heavier lures 
better 
than any other type reel. 
Cost is a limiting factor with 
this reel, too. A good free spool 
bait casting reel will cost from 
$25 to $60. Note the term free 
spool. Older bait casting reels 
did not offer this free spool 
mechanism which permits ease 
in casting and spool disengage­ 
ment for those who like to let a 
fish run before setting the hook. 


New models have a five-to- 
one gear ratio which makes 
crank and spinner bait fishing 
much easier due to the faster 
retrieve made possible. 


Probably the most popular 
reel on the market today is the 
spin cast reel which offers low 
price and a nearly foolproof 
operation. This is the familiar 
“push button” reel. 
Simple operation is the most 


attractive feature of the spin 
cast reel, and quality reels can 
be purchased for around $20. 
Some companies market very 
cheap spin cast reels which 
make this type reel a logical 
beginner’s reel—ideal of young­ 
sters or inexperienced oldsters. 


Recent 
developments 
have 
made 
the 
spin 
cast 
reel 
competitive 
with 
other 
type 
reels in that a wide range of 
line sizes can be used and 
drags in some models are as 
good as the bait casting reel’s 


efficient drag system. 
M y choice is the open face 
spinning reel for a variety of 
reasons. While this reel is a bit 
more complicated than the spin 
cast 
reel, 
it 
provides 
an 
excellent “ feel 
of line and 
bait. Personally, I prefer this 
reel because of the feel both 
rod and reel impart and the 
high speed retrieve the open 


face reel permits. 


Another plus is cost. 
The 
angler can purchase excellent 


spinning reels for $20.

Up 
to 98 percent of the waste 
m a teria l from the hog opera­ 
tion can be recycled.
